The  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cuckfield  Urban  District  Council 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  12.27  as  compared  with  13.45  for  the  previous 
year  and  with  11.4  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is 
23.36. 

No  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  or  Measles. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  been  carried  out  energetically 
throughout  the  year  with  results  at  31st  December,  1945,  as  follows: —

The  attitude  of  the  parents  towards  immunisation  has  definitely  improved 
during  the  year,  and  the  increasing  rarity  of  any  local  discomfort  following 
the  injection  is,  1 feel  sure,  playing  an  important  part  in  the  success  of  the 
scheme.

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Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  heads  of  all  private  schools  in 
the  area  with  a view  to  establishing  and  maintaining  an  accurate  immunisation 
record  of  all  pupils  under  fifteen  years,  on  the  same  system  as  that  employed 
for  elementary  schools.

In  September  Miss  Dean  joined  the  regular  staff  as  immunisation 
clerk  for  the  Cuckfield  Rural,  Burgess  Hill  Urban  and  this  district,  and  has 
proved  an  invaluable  addition.  The  keeping  of  adequate  records  appertaining 
to  “under  fives,’’  school  children  and  expectant  mothers,  notifications  of 
clinics  and  home  visits,  and  attendance  at  clinics  throughout  the  three  districts 
constitutes  a full-time  undertaking.  Particular  attention  is  being  paid  to 
Schick-testing,  both  after  the  original  course  and  again  at  5 years  of  age  when 
the  child  goes  to  school,  each  test  calling  for  two  visits.  A start  has  also 
been  made  in  the  re-testing  of  children  at  10  years  of  age,  and  this  is  being 
continued  during  the  present  year.  We  have  found  that  some  of  these  children 
have  reverted  to  the  Schick  positive  condition,  bearing  out  our  previous 
findings  that  a number  of  children  lose  their  immunity  over  a period  of  years, 
which  we  found  varied  from  4 per  cent,  after  two  years  to  18  per  cent,  after 
six  years.  At  present  the  numbers  are  insufficient  to  draw  proper  conclusions, 
but  the  percentage  after  nine  years  is  less  than  the  18  per  cent,  after  six  years, 
and  it  may  well  be  that  the  toxin  in  the  test  carried  out  at  .'i  years  of  age  was  suf- 
ficient to  stimulate  the  formation  of  anti-toxin  in  the  same  way  as  a “booster” 
does  of  A.P.T.  I take  the  view  that  whereas  a negative  Schick  does  not  neces- 
sarily imply  complete  protection  a positive  reaction  is  definite  evidence  of 
lack  of  protection. 

During  the  year  221  children  were  immunised  and  359  Schick-tested. 
For  the  second  year  in  succession  not  a single  case  of  diphtheria  occurred. 

In  my  last  year’s  Report  it  was  stated  that  an  endeavour  was  to  be  made 
to  protect  infants  from  diphtheria  during  their  first  year  by  testing  expectant 
mothers  at  the  fifth  month  of  pregnancy  and  immunising  those  found  to  be 
Schick  positive.  By  this  means  it  was  hoped  that  the  immunity  would  be 
passed  on  to  the  infant.  During  the  year  sixty-three  expectant  mothers  were 
tested,  thirty-seven  (58  per  cent.)  being  positive,  twenty-one  (33  per  cent.) 
being  negative  and  five  giving  pseudo  reactions.  Of  the  positives  and  pseudos 
forty  received  a course  of  three  injections  of  T.A.F.  and  thirty-one  were  sub- 
sequently tested,  twenty-two  being  negative  and  nine  being  still  positive.  It 
is  intended  testing  the  infants  at  one  year  to  see  in  how  many  instances  the 
immunity  has  been  passed  on.  As  it  is  not  thought  that  this  immunity  in 
the  child  would  be  of  a lasting  nature  it  is  intended,  after  reading  the  test, 
to  immunise  those  children  irrespective  of  the  result. 

In  cases  where  it  was  not  possible  to  contact  expectant  mothers  early 
in  pregnancy  a Schick  test  was  carried  out  on  those  who  were  willing  during 
the  puerperium,  with  a view  to  determining  whether  there  is  any  relation 
between  the  mother  and  child  in  respect  of  their  reactions  to  the  Schick  test. 
The  children  will,  of  course,  be  tested  at  one  year  of  age.  The  following 
table  shows  the  results  of  the  tests  : —

Of  the  positives  and  pseudos  : Forty  received  the  full  course  of  3 injections 

of  T.A.F.  Thirty-one  of  these  were  subsequently 
tested,  nine  being  still  positive  and  twenty-two 
negative. 

Note. — A “Pseudo"  means  any  perceptible  reaction  on  the  right  arm. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  percentages  of  positives  in  both  groups 
tested  are  similar,  a considerably  higher  figure  than  obtains  for  adults  in  the 
cities  of  this  country.  This  is,  of  course,  explained  by  the  absence  of  diphtheria 
in  this  area  over  a period  of  years. 

The  figures  for  the  testing  of  mothers  and  expectant  mothers  relate 
to  Cuckfield  Rural  and  Cuckfield  Urban  and  Burgess  Hill  Urban  Districts. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Duke,  who  carried  out  all  the  Schick 
testing  and  gave  the  majority  of  the  inoculations,  and  it  is  principally  due  to 
his  efforts  and  those  of  Miss  Dean  that  such  excellent  results  have  been  obtained. 

SCABIES. 

Scabies  was  made  notifiable  in  1943,  and  this  has  proved  to  be  of  great 
assistance  in  dealing  with  the  disease.  The  number  of  cases  has  decreased 
from  126  in  1944  to  79  in  1945.  The  type  of  case  now  being  treated  is  much 
less  severe  than  formerly,  due  to  the  general  practitioners  and  the  general 
public  being  more  conversant  with  the  symptoms,  with  the  result  that  patients 
are  now  seen  earlier. 

HOUSES. 

Although  only  three  houses  in  this  Urban  area  were  destroyed  by  enemy 
action,  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation,  due  to  demobilisation  of 
men  from  the  services,  the  fact  that  this  was  a reception  area  for  evacuees 
(official  and  unofficial)  and  the  stoppage  of  house  building  throughout  the 
war  years,  seems  as  acute  as  elsewhere.  The  Council  had  formulated  a pro- 
gramme for  the  erection  of  sixty-seven  temporary  houses  and  forty-four 
permanent  houses  in  the  first  year  of  post-war  building,  but  at  the  end  of 
1945  no  temporary  houses  had  arrived,  nor  had  building  of  the  permanent 
houses  commenced.  Extremely  urgent  cases  of  inadequate  housing  were 
dealt  with  as  opportunities  to  requisition  suitable  properties  occurred,  four 
houses  and  two  flats  being  requisitioned  during  1945.  Nine  houses  were 
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transferred  from  the  Evacuation  Scheme  to  the  “ I nadequately  Housed  Scheme,  ’ ’ 
one  house  was  de-requisitioned,  and  so,  counting  one  house  requisitioned  in 
1944  for  an  inadequately  housed  family,  the  Council  had  on  requisition  at 
the  end  of  the  year  fourteen  houses  and  two  flats,  housing  nineteen  families. 
There  were  about  450  applicants  on  the  housing  list,  and  fresh  applications 
were  coming  in  daily.  A Sub-Commitiee  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
was  appointed  to  sift  the  large  number  of  applications,  in  readiness  for  the 
letting  of  temporary  and  permanent  houses  as  they  became  available.  The 
senior  sanitary  inspector  prepared  a comprehensive  report  to  this  Committee, 
and  it  was  decided  not  to  adopt  the  points  system  of  allocation,  but  to  use 
a group  system,  the  grouping  system  to  act  merely  as  a sieve,  and  that  the 
final  order  of  allocation  will  be  determined  on  merit  after  a full  investigation 
of  the  circumstances  of  the  individual  families.  Subject  to  all  other  qualifi- 
cations being  equal,  the  claims  of  ex-Service  men  and  women,  especially  those 
who  are  disabled,  to  be  given  priority. 

Applications  submitted  to  the  Committee  have  code  numbers  and  not 
names  and  addresses. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Every  house  in  the  district  is  provided  with  a piped  supply  direct  to  the 
house.  There  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year,  and  monthly 
samples  taken  for  bacteriological  analyses  were  all  satisfactory.  The  supply 
is  filtered  and  chlorinated,  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Strict  supervision  of  the  milk  supply  was  maintained,  251  samples  being 
taken  during  the  year  ; of  these  235  passed  all  three  tests  (methylene  blue, 
counts  of  under  200,000  bacteria  per  c.c.,  absence  of  coliform  organisms  in 
1/ 100th  C.C.).  Very  few  of  the  failures  gave  high  bacterial  counts,  and  it  can 
be  stated  that  the  standard  of  milk  production  and  retail  distribution  in  this 
district  is  high. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Staynes,  senior  sanitary  inspector,  for  his  help 
and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  department  and  for  his  assistance  in 
compiling  this  report,  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  staff,  and  in  particular 
to  Miss  Everson,  my  chief  clerk. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation 
of  the  consideration,  support  and  assistance  I have  received  from  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

The  above  table  shows  that  of  578  cows  slaughtered  286  were  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  in  some  degree,  whilst  396  were  in  some  way  diseased. 
The  percentage  of  cows  killed  affected  with  Tuberculosis  (49.48)  is  less  than 
last  year,  the  figures  for  1940,  1941,  1942,  1943  and  1944  being  47.28,  55.33, 
52.41,  65.66  and  56.37  respectively. 

Of  73  bulls  slaughtered  26  were  affected  with  Tuberculosis  in  some 
degree. 

Of  all  cattle  killed  (1,373)  407  were  affected  with  Tuberculosis  in  some 

degree. 
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milk  supply. 

The  standard  adopted  is  that  samples  which  pass  the  methylene  blue 
test,  have  counts  of  under  200,000  bacteria  per  c.c.,  and  with  absence  of  coliform 
organisms  in  1/IOOth  c.c.,  are  considered  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  were  four  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  in  the  district 
during  the  year,  and  of  the  35  samples  of  their  milk  33  satisfied  all  three  tests. 
Three  of  the  producers  had  no  unsatisfactory  samples  during  the  year. 

From  the  six  producers  of  Accredited  milk  in  the  district  56  samples 
were  taken  and  52  satisfied  all  three  tests.  Three  Accredited  producers  had 
no  unsatisfactory  results,  two  of  the  other  three  having  one  unsatisfactory 
result  each,  and  the  remaining  producer  two  unsatisfactory  results. 

Thirty-six  samples  were  taken  from  the  four  producers  of  ordinary 
milk  during  1945,  and  34  of  these  satisfied  all  tests.  Two  producers  had  no 
unsatisfactory  samples ; two  producers  each  had  one  unsatisfactory  sample. 

Of  the  127  samples  of  locally  produced  milk  taken  during  the  year, 
119  satisfied  all  three  tests. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  retailers 
(including  producer  retailers),  and  of  these  115  satisfied  all  three  tests. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  obtained  by  retail,  one 
sample  being  unsatisfactory.  Twenty-two  samples  had  counts  under  25,000  ; 
five  samples  contained  B.  Coli  in  1/lOOth  ml. 

Of  the  total  of  251  samples  of  milk  taken  during  the  year  235  were 
satisfactory,  and  of  these  177  had  bacterial  counts  under  50,000  and  235  counts 
under  100,000.  Only  seven  samples  gave  counts  of  over  200,000. 

Forty-seven  of  the  samples  (24  produced  locally  and  23  from  outside 
the  district)  were  submitted  to  biological  examination  and  one  (from  an  out- 
side source)  gave  a positive  result.  The  County  Health  Department  were 
notified  of  the  positive  result,  the  offending  cow  being  eliminated  from  the 
herd. 

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE. 

There  were  fifty-two  complaints  regarding  rat  infestation  during  1945, 
and  these  led  to  the  inspection  of  385  premises,  of  which  148  were  found  to 
be  infested.  The  Council  employ  a rat  operative  trained  under  the  Ministry 
of  Food’s  scheme,  and  this  man  worked  at  147  premises.  Four  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  dead  rats  were  found,  and  it  is  estimated  that  2,706  rats  were 
destroyed.
